The editor of the "Journal." replying 
to a correspondent, laboriously endea- 
vors, to show that there is no difference 
between what he terms "Government 
Socialism" and "Democratic Socialism." 

If the Czar of Russia, in addition to 
his autocratic political power, were to 
take over all the productive and dis- 
tributive agencies of his empire, that 
would be "Government Ownership." 
or '‘Government Socialism." would it 
not? In such a caawUthese agencies 
would he operated fora^r benefit of 
the Czar, would they nHfa It would 
not necessarily follow^! liat a single 
worker In all Russia would benefit by 
the change. 

But If the Government of Russia were 
a pure Democracy, and those productive 
and distributive enterprises wefe taken 
i by the Government. It would mean that 
they would be operated In the Interest 
of all. which Is another way of saving 
that product ion would be carried on' for 
the benefit of the producers. 

For the Czar of Rusela read McKin- 
ley and Hanna, and It would seem that 
even the editor of the "Journal" .might 
see a difference between "Government 
Socialism - and "Democratic Social- 
ism.” Still, he may think the distinc- 
tion unimportant. The difference is 
only as great as that between freedom 
and slavery.

Trades and Labor Council. The cap- 
italist politicians did not at tlig time 
take much "stork" in the S. L. P. dr- 
wlopment. not being acquainted with 
Its characteristics. End probably re- 
garding It as only another of .those 
many fake labor <?l movements that 
past experience had taught the capital- 
ist party mansgers could safely be left 
to the manipulations of the local trade- 
unioti fakirs. >. 

The experience gained at the muni- 
cipal elections of January. 1899. how- 
ever. was an eye-opener to both the 
local labor fakir and to the capitalist 
party mahagers. Only nine months 
a^ier the vote of 126 in March. 1898. 
Section "London" entered the muni- 
cipal campaign with 9 candidates for 
office (seven of these candidates Includ- 
ing Com. Henry B. Ashplant. beiag run 
for propaga»«la purposes, unable to 
fquallfrTor -office under the laws of 
Ontario, even If elected). This election 
took place in the first week of January. 
1899. with results as recorded in sup- 
plement No. 3 of the "Socialist Almati- 
.ar." Comrade Fred. J. Darch polled a 
great vote of 636 for Mayor, against the 
influence of the "trade-union” vote, 
which was chiefly worked for the re- 
elect ion of Mayor John D. Wilson, in 
which connection there is a little his- 
tory that cannot now be recorded. The 
same comrade who polled only 126 m 
March previous, now polled 923. against* 
hte strongest ticket that could be 
put in the field for the office of Water 
t nmmisaioner. 

It Is worthy placing on record that 
a special feature of this campaign was 
the forcing of contest* by the 8v L. P. 
fbr no less than four of the offices, that 
would otherwise have l>een acclama- 
tion returns by' pre-arrangement of 
the Grit and Tory "bosses." That little 
game, which was designed to prevent 
Socialist propaganda In two of the 
ward*, waa frustrated by the S. L. P. 
candidates refusing to withdraw, and 
d mnnding their legal right to a poll, 
and public halls for propaganda at the 
, expense of the city treasury. The attl- 
i tmte of the local trades-union "bosses" 

I may be gathered from the eolumns of 
the "lndustri.il Banner." the local 
"horgan" of the Trades Council i which 
I by the way is supported, not by 
i the wage-workers, hut by the adver- 
tisements of local capitalists, and Is 
I edited by one of "the bulwarks' against 
I Socialism, a tinsmith, who cunuol or- 
ganize hie own crglt in the city, and 
does not belong to any trade union in 
existence). 

This precious guide to the wage- 
I earners in London. Ontario, gave the 
following advice to his readers ion 
•page 2. a center page advertisement!: 
"Vote for John D. Wilson." Tory candi- 
date for Mayof; and then ion page 3. 
another center page advertisement! 

, was the conflicting advice: "Vote for 
George Taylor." Gril candidate for 
Mayor. Of rourqe. a stipulated sum of 
hoodie way received from both Grit 
and Tory. tW this advice to divide the 
vrafce-earners. in the official "horgan" 
of the local Trades and Labor Council. 
The result of the election opened the 
dyes of the old-line politicians to the 
fact that a new force was at work in 
local politics. The labor fakirs also 
began to realire that they were "not 
the only pebbles at the beach” in the 
local labor movement: they were losing 
their grip, and therein lies the key to 
a proper understanding of the Grit 
"Advertiser” editorials In the Street 
Railway strike of the past few weeks. 

In the Provincial campaign above re- 
ferred to. the election was won by a 
margin of 301 for Colonel F. ll. Ley*, 
the Grit capitalist, in a total poll of 
abolit S.OOi) votes registered. The pol- 
icy adopted to 6ecure this margin for 
the Grits waa tersely summed, up by 
the "Free Press" of March 3rd. which 
savs. BY CORRUPTION. THREATS. 
AND THE TAG-BALLOT. LEYS 
WON." The election was protested by 
the Ttirids. but a saw-off t was ar- 
ranged with a Tory gain by similar 
methods, and the Grit Colonel holds 
the fort by virtue of more boodle than 
his opponents could meet. The rote of 
126 for the wage-workers' candidate 
shows which way the Tractas Council 
led its following on thaff^Paslon. In 
the meantime Section "London" began 
laving a foundation for capturing the 
hottest constituency In Ontario, and 
the reward of systematic educational

ThTels.'Ve believe, the first time that 
these two facts ere thus brought to- 
gether; and. when they are thus viewed 
in their relation to each other, their 
significance is so great, so deep; they- 
illustrate so vividly the workings of 
the capitalist system, that i we cannot 
too earnestly call attention to their 
import, j. 

During the period of twenty years 
covered by our figures machinery vastly 
multiplied the productive {tower of tie 
manual worker. With an addition ol 
only 76 per cent, to the laTihring force, 
the product of 1890 was several times- 
as la 0(0 as in 187I». Had wages on one 
side and prices on the otUBr been so 
adjusted as to maintain In 1890 the pro- 
portions in which that product was 
divided between the classes twenty 
years before, the working class would, 
have found its lot enormously im- 
proved. although -the capitalist would 
have "profited" In the same ratio. But 
it is not in th- nature of eapitalism that 
machinery should, art otherwise than 
as a competitor of the meniml worker 
—‘that is. otherwise than as a factor of 
working rlass degradation. 

' It falls. Indeed, under the sense that 
if rhe wages and profit ratio of 187<> 
had been maiptnined and the conditions 
of'the working class had consequently 
be«n Improved in proport.': in to' the 
progress of machinery, the number of 
wage-workers would not have Increased 
76 per cent.— or faster by nearly. 14 
per cent., than the general population 
of the country— while the wage-work- 
ing population itffelf was Increasing at 
the much less rate of 42 per cent. Such 
a difference in thi two rates of growth 
necessarily involved a heavyrdraft upon 
the families of the working class; that 
is, a gontersion of many weaker mem- 
bers of those families Into wage- work- 
shown iby the fact that the 
;omen reported In occupa- 
tion increased from 1.45LOOO in 1870 to 
3.712.0*)0ln 1890. or over 126 per cent. 
Manifestly, if any improvement hud 
taken place, the stronger members 
would have been better able to take 
care of their families, female labor 
would have decreased, children and 
youth* would have become workers at 
e later age. and our figures .would ex- 
ptess arithmetically a phenomenon the 
very opposite of the startling one which 
they now record. They would show a 
less rate of Incease in the number of 
working claps workers than In the num- 
bers of the working class population — 
although, they might and would prob- 
ably show also a decreased percentage 
of the latter, owing to the increased 
ability of wage- working falhers to sup- 
ply their children with the educational 
and pecuniary means of embracing 
scientific and artistic professions under 
favorable conditions. In other word*, 
they would especially and inevitably 
show that in the average family of the 
working class there w.ere fewer persons 
at work in 1890 than in 1870. tie earn- 
ings of the stronger being sufficient 
to sustain the whole family; whereas, 
they do show the contrary, as follows: 

1. Of the working class population. 
Including men. women and children. 
35 per cent, in 1870 and 44 per cent, in 
1890. weir reported as engaged In occu- 
pations: that i*. had to work-in order 
to sustain themselves and their family 
dependents. 

2. This was an addtuon of about one 
worker to the number previously re- 
quired in each family for Its support; 
and it necessarily earns from the weak- 
er members (women, youths and chil- 
dren). since the stronger were previous- 
ly occupied at the already lafge rate of 
1 worker to 3 of population. 

Due allowance should he made for 
such industries as women's clothing 
and some others, which, by passing 
from the home to the factory, converted 
a cumbe -of persons, rhiefij- women, 
previously- working within and for the 


the wage system, together with the 
fundamental cause of it. is precise:? 
what we have here under consideration.

To the Comrades, Friends and Sym- 
pathizer*. and to the overwhelming 
majority of the *2.000 who last No- 
vember did battle with -the Socialist 
Labor Party at the polls: 

A conspiracy of Iona standing against 
the Party came Anally, lait Monday, to 
. a full head In this city— and thc ulcer 
was lanced by the loyal members. , The 
center and organizer of the conspiracy 
wits the "New' Yorker volkszeitung" 
and Its publishing association, that is 
to say. Interests that arc opposed to 
. the Party's progress that have long 
l>een a drag to ft everywhere. In this 
ritjr In particular, and that, realizing 
their Increasingly hopeless minority, 
decided upon a desperate coup to save 
themselves by throttling the Party 
through tho capture and destruction 
. of Its press. The make-up of this ele- 
ment was roughly but sufficiently 
sketched In the article “Sign Posts" of 
last April 2. and has been subsequently 
amplified by the addresses of the Na- 
tional Executive Committee to the 
Party and its friends. / 

The seport of the last meeting of 
the General Committee of Section 
Greater New York, held last Saturday, 
the 8th. and published elsewhere in 
this issue, was the beginning of the 
end. I’nable, by fraud, to carry out 
their plan there, the conspirators then 
attempted violence. Flailing In that 
too. they speedily played their last 
card. The following Monday, a calf 
appeared In the "Volkszeitung" for a 
"special session of the General Com- 
mittee." CALLED TO MEET ON THE 
VERY EVENING OF THAT DAY. 
The call could not possibly reach the 
Enfcllah-speaklng element, and. above 
all, waa wholly illegal: theGeneralCom- 
mlttee cannot be called in eztm session 
but by the City Executive Committer; 
a handful of men calling themselves 
"delegates" cannot arrogate that 
power; but the call bore the mark -of 
Illegality in other respects; aoSong the 
"callers" of the "special session" fig- 
ures the Lleder Tafel. which had been 
dissolved by action of the General Com- 
mittee, ratified by general vote. 

In response to this "calE" the "Volks- 
zeltung" element met In the evening; 
that kangaroo body called itself the 
"General Committee of Section Greater 
New York," and proceeded to carry out 
its programme. That programme con- 
templated but one thing: to bag the 
Party, kill it If necessary, by destroy- 
ing Its national preaa— THE PEOPLE 
and the "Vorwaerts." In order to do 
so, the National Executive had to be 
removed: The kangaroo General Com- 
mittee undertook tho Job. 

Under the expressly statod provisions 
of the Party's national constitution, the 
National Executive Committee Is elect- 
ed. and, where needed, suspended, by 
s general vote ot "the Section or Sec- 
tions located in the city chosen as the 
seat of the N. E. C." The City of 
Greater New York being chosen as the 
seat of the N. E. C.. the N. E. C. is 
cboaen or suspended by ALL the Sec- 
tions located in tfreaier New York, 
located In Greater New York there are. 
besides "Section Greater New York" 
(which comprises mainly, the former 
Manhattan and Kings counties), a num- 
ber of other Sections iocsted in Rich- 
mond snd Queens counties, betides 
such strong language bodies as the 
Scandinavian Section. The power vest- 
ed by the National Party in ALL these 
sections to elect, or suspend, and tern- 
porarily Ml vacancies, was usurped by 
the M Volka*eliung>" kangaroo General 
Committee of "Section Greater New 
York” alone, Itself a wholly unreprcV 
tentative body even of "Section Greater 
New York" Itself, which henceforth 
will continue to meet In larger number 
and more enthusiastic than ever in the 
performance of the Party'a work, be- 
ing now freed from the incubus of the 
“Volkazeltung" delegates— IT "deposed" 
the N. E. £.. and "filled the vacancies. " 
Even if that kangaroo body were a 
legal body, and not the fraud It waa, It 


alone had no power to depose the N. E.' 
C. an<l elect substitutes. Being the 
fraudulent mn(rlranre that it was In 
fart, all Its transactions are rendered 
all the more ridiculously null and void. 

But matters did not end there. It 
whs essential to the conspiracy to ren- 
der the Party forthwith tongue-tied. 
These gentlemen cannot aland In the 
light of day; public information is a 
thing! they recoil before. THE 
PEOPLE and "Vorwaerts" had to be 
forthwith captured, so as to prevent 
all information from reaching tljc com- 
rades and readers, leaving the *'Volks- 
zeitung” small traders. Anarchists, 
usurious money-lenders and pureeand 
simple corruptionists the floor all to 
themselves. . Accordingly, no sooner 
had they "deposed" the N. E. C.. wh'en 
a mob of at leas- fifty of them, con- 
sisting of a large percentage of non- 
members of the Party, marched down 
to THE PEOPLE'S. "Vorwaerts'" and 
N. E. r.'a offices (which were situated 
in the • Volkezeltunii" building: on 

their way. were armed downstairs in 
the "Vol kszelt ting's" office with clubs 
and murderous bludgeons;; and at- 
tempted to break injo the Party's prem- 
ises. Th« scene that ensued will be 
ever memorable to all who witnessed 
it. \ 

THE PEOPLE, the "Vorwaerts." 
and the headquarters of the N. 
E. C. occupied- (he third floor of 
the "Volkazeltung" building. The 
"call" that appeared that morning in 
the "Volkazeltung" for a "special ses- 
sion of Section Greater New York" car- 
ried distinctly the odor of the proverbial 
rat. In the course of -the day. the prem- 
ises occupied by THE PEOPLE, 
the “Vorwaerts." and the N. E. 
(\ were set in a state defence. 
By 10 p. m.. shout 25 picked Comrades 
were on their posts. Shortly beforb 
midnight, the membership of the new 
"National Executive Committee" be- 
gan to put In their appearance, de- 
manding admission "by virtue of their 
office tt" .Admission was denied them; 
a parley ensued; and then suddenly the 
armed rioters made a rush up the stairs. 
The ante-room became a field of battle; 
fierce did the conflict rage for fully 10 
minutes; Mood flowed freely. Among 
the wounded comrade* who that night - 
defended the property of tb<^ Party, aye 
more, its Insignia of office and the 
Party; itself against the mob of reac- 
tionists organized by the "Volks- 
zeltung." were Comrades John and 
Charles KeveDey. Owpn Diamond. Ar- 
thur Keep. Peter Flcbtger, Max Forker. 

'•Heni'y Light burn. Henrjr Kuhn. Gotfld 
and; Steinberg. The wounded were 
promptly taken care of. new forces 
moved to the front, aqd the "Volks- 
zeituug" crew, despite its numerical 
superiority, began to lose ground. At 
lhat moment the police, attracted by 
the crowd that gathered on the street, 
forced their way up the stairs, stqpped 
the fight, and began ordering cveryr 
body out. even threatening to lock up 
all. Again, at that moment, the Party's 
officers saved the situation. The police 
officers had to recognize \hat the edl- 
b of THE PEOPLE and "Vorw'aerU," 
well as the National Secretary, were 
their own premises, and in posses- 
sion. while the “Volkazeltung" crowd, 
on tho contrary, were equally evidently 
In the postpre of men committing a 
breach of the peace. While this dis- 
cussion was going on. the members of 
the Board of Directors of the "Volks- 
zcltung." guided by their own and a 
shyster lawyer's stupidity, stepped ■ in 
and tinwlltlnfc'-y aided the Party offi- 
cers. These Board of Directors’ people, 

E ng that their rioters bad been suc- 
fully resisted and very thoroughly 
bed, had no more stomach for fight;

The People of the 2d instant publish- 
ed the speech delivered by Comrade 
H. Simpson at one of. the debating 
meeting*, held by party Members in 
this city, to discuss the issues that are 
nqw -'beijfore the Party. That valuable 
speech coacerned Itself with, the eco- 
nomic q ii'Stlon of. taxation only. To- 
day publliatlon is given to the speech 
of Comrade D. De Leon, delivered on 
the samr occasion— June 2- and taking 
up the issue from another side the 
comrade said: 

The Editor of the "Volkszeitung" 
and his agents have counted without 
their host, in this debate they h*?c 
taken up their full-time with vilifica- 
tions and slanders of the Party and 
myself. Their plan was to lure me 
away from the real issue, and hare me 
take up my time refuting personalities. 

I shall not spend a minute on that. 

Ebrenprels said well "The issue Is. 
the hostile principles ctf two hostile 
elements within the party." These two 
elements have develop'd strongest in 
New York, the Movement being here- 
oldest. There is no such thing as 
"patching up" between them: one or 
the other must surrender uncondition- 
ally. What is the dividing .line" To 
designate that, to characterise the two. 
and point out all that the division im- 
plies. I can do no better than quote 
the members of the editorial manage- 
ment of the "VolkFzeltung" them- 
selves. Grunzlg. Jonas. Schlueier. each 
of them has at several times said to 
me. In answer to my enthusiasm for 
the Party: "Ob. it will never be the 
S. L. P. . some other party will rise and 
do the work!" Do you realize what that 
means? In a party such as this, the 
development of two elements, thetonc 
having abiding faith, the other halving 
nt> faith ro the future and effectiveness 
of the organization. Is bound sooner or 
later to array the two in hostile camps 
against each other. At first, the dif- 
ference la not felt: but In the measure 
that the element that HAS faith in the 
Party pushes on and becomes aggres- 
sive. the eletpent that HAS NO SUCH 
FAITH la Incommoded: and the time 
romes when the latter element, find- 
ing unbearable the demands put upon 
It by the aggressive element, beat 
around for pretexts to justify their in- 
activity and finally rise In rebellion. 
Thaf time has come 
That this is no mere theory I shall 
prove to you oat of 8chlueter's own 
mouth, and with unquestionable facta 
of recent occurrence. In trying to ex- 
plain away, at the last meeting, toe 
charge of having suppressed matters 
favorable to the Party, fchluetcr made 
three defences: \ 

FIRST DEFENCE— "I am not bound 
to take all such matter Into the "Volks- 
zejSung."— A Party Editor, who HAS 
faith in the Party's future, a loyal Edi- 
tor. DOES feel so bound; he is greedy 
after matter favorable to the Party. 
One, on the contrary, who HAS NO 
SUCH FAITH, a disloyal Party Editor, 
he. of course. DOES NOT feel teimself 
under, has no sense of any such obli- 
gation. 

SECOND DEFENCE.— "The matter 
was frequently treated by the Vor- 
waert*' In such a style that I could not 
use the article."— Quite possible: every 
one has his own style of presenting a 
thing: one man's style is often dis- 
tasteful to another: lhat sentiment 
must he respected. But a Party Editor, 
with faith in "the Party's future. 
’oyal Editor, feels in surh a case 
BOUND to use the facts, presented in 
a style that he disapproves of. and take 
thg trouble of hlg)*elf writing an ar- 
ticle upon them in the style that suits 
him. An Editor, pu the contrary, w ho 
has no such faith, a DISLOYAL Party 
Editor. HE feels himself under no such 
obligation; TO HIM. that would be "too 
much bother;" HE takes it easy. 
•'THIRD DEFENCE.— "I could not 
vouch for the t^ts mentioned In THE 
PEOPJ.E." — Again, thla^s a consider- 
ation that deserves respect; the Editor 
of a paper must feel sure of the fac.ta 
he publishes: false facts would rather 
injure. But a Party Editor, with faitto 
in the Party's future, a LOYAL, con- 
scientious Editor, feels BOUND to ver- 
ify such facte. An E^tor. oft the con- 
trary. with no auch faith, a DISLOYAL 
Party Editor, run's away from work. 
HE does not fill the office for the 
Party's sake; HE ducks his bead, lets 
the facts slide— and draws his salary. 

But all this is only the “little end" 
of the horn, symptomatic enough of 
euch element, but yet only the "little 
j*sd" of the horn in the- development. 
From pot “feeling bound to take in 
everything, from "not feeling bound" 
to exert themselves in behalf of the 
Part*', the element that has no faith in 
the Party develops dlsloyaltywsrd. The 
next step lv* readiness to give the 
enemy "the benefit of the doubt." You 
mil know the defence oUthe Carey-Eebs

not on the lookout frfr a "new party" to 
rise, they, of course, find It In keep- 
ing with their sentiments to "be gen- 
tle" with such 'Miscreants, possibly the 
expected “new party?"— and thus the 
irritation la increased while the lines 
are drawing sharper between there. 

'—The element that has no faith in the 
Party /presently begins to tamper with 
thrfarty s principles and policy, while 
still pretending fealty to it. This is 
happening on the subject- of the Party's 
trade union policy. From Schlueier 
down, you have seen them take up and 
hug to their hearts the closing words 
of the declaration, adopted at the last 
National Conventln. which endorses the 
Alliance and urges the Party member- 
ship to carry the revolutionary spirit 
into the unions: and. turning their eves 
•heavenward, they meekly asked: In 
what way hare we violated the Partv 
declaration? A partial truth is the 


worst lie They know they are garbling 
th< Party's utterances.. The passage 
they quote la only tb&fenclusion of. 
an argument, the premise* of which 
declare the A. F. of L. and K. of 1. to 
be hopelessly corrupt and the buffers, 
for Capital against the #n<l savors of the 
Working Class. The Party s'ands 
squarelXupon these principles, the el- 
ement that has faith in it upholds them 
with enthusiasm, despite troubles and 
inconvenlet^es: the element, on the 
contrary, that has no faith in the 
Party, tries to'ignore them and. despite 
their re’-indorsement throughout the 
land, struggles against them as Incon- 
venient. even to the extent of misquot- 
ing the Party, and demands that we 
"bore from within." 

And yet this 1* nat all. The element 
that has no faith in the Party, that, ac- 
cordingly. Is extremely punctilious 
about first "being able to vouch" for 
the fact* furnished by other Party pa- 
pers. that elenyrffrtfs seen taking the 
"facts." furnished by bourgeois Demo- 
cratic partv papers, without verifica- 
tion. ard liking them eo well as even 
'to multiply them by three, and thus 
try to make the -workers believe that 
they pay $io<Maxds a year, in violation 
of all fact and an science, and play- 
ing directly Into the enemy's hands. 
And finally we find that element teach- 
ing. logically enotigh. the point of 
trampling the Parti' platform under 
loot, ns they do in this matter of tax- 
ation. and going even so far as at- 
tempting to make the Party In this 
country subordinate to the Party tn 
Germany. That is their contention 
when the Party platform i* rubbed un- 
der their' noses upholding the unques- 
tionable principle that the taxes come 
from thauar of product* of Labor 
that Labor is fleeced of anyhow by the 
Capitalist Claas? You have heard 
Stahl on that subject. He no longer 
pretends to have respect for the plat-- 
form: he asked. Was that platform ever 
submitted to q general vote? And his 
yhfrAres. the Volkizeltung" Germans, 
answered "Neln!" (Not. and. according- 
ly. care not to uphold that platfosm. I 

ask Was any t.f tbeGermnn-plariorms, 

front which re taken the loral pro- 
taxation planks that they quote, ever 
submitted to a general vote of the party 
In Germany? N#! There la no refer- 
endum In the German party. There the 
party conventions DECIDE. Their de- 
cision is final. Think of the degrading 
position to which tbey want to lower 
the Party of America! The platform, 
adopted *hcte. Ik to Jbc jreated -as null 
because, forsooth, it waa not- submit- 
ted to a referendum, but the platform 
declarations of Gormnr.y. never adopted 
hen' and never submitted to a refer- 
endum even there, they are to he blnfl- 
| ing here!— altogether a position In 
keeping with t/)tal dlsrespert for. and 
no faith in. our Party. The other el- 
ement. however, that HAS ftxith in our 
Party, respects the Party, holds high 
Its platform and banner, and moves on 
convinced that the Sil*. j P.. IS the Party 
of emancipation in Arteries. (Hisses 
from.the "Volkszeitung'’ Moment. I Did 
vou hear those hisses? They prove my 
rase. THESE PEOPLE hiss the Parly; 
wc applaud it. 

What is at the bottom of thL marked 
difference? We cadnot afford to be 
Socialist* in one corker of our mouths, 
and fool* in the other. We recognize 
the fact that material !ntrre»ts deter- 
tiilte man's views. \Vli«u we apply 
this scientific principle, every capital- 
ist numscull politician charges us 
with being "personal." The charge of 
"personality" should never deter us. 
In this case, wc neefl nou look far for 
the material Interests that determine 
the view* and shape of the element 
within the Party that arraya itaelf 
against us. the element that HAS faith 
in the Party. Hergat. In the Associa- 
tion. the Board of Directors, before ohr 
National Executive Committee, were 
both outspoken. "Tho 'Volkszeitung'." 
they declared, "cannot live without the 
support ofzhe 'conservative' tread pure 
and slmnlM German unions." That Is 
tip enough for anyona. Every' pure and 
simpler with a Job or expecting a Job 
on a label committee or strike commit- 
tee; every pure and simpler who fears 
for his sick and death benefit: all such 
are Incommoded by the Alliance: like 
veritable caricatures of the middle 
class, they clutch their "Illusion of 
property;" seared to death about losing 
it. they are willing to let the fakir ride 
them anil to stand by him. and they 
stand lit dread of the Alliance, hence ' 
"feel quite sure that the 8. L. P. can 
not be the Party of the future " Again 
every' one of them who has a little 
Lgcr beer ssloon, or n small store, or 
who, being a small trader, doe*, as the 
middle class generally, suffer from the 
effects of taxation.— all such think it 
execrable that the Party should not 
share the declarations of th«\ Demo- 
cratic party on taxation to the effect 
that the Working C! *s is crushed by 
taxes, and hence their views, that not 
the S. L. P.. but some other party roust 
come to co the work:— hence also their 
hisses for the Party. 


Democracy in the matter of their - Ik may be asked. Have the orator* of 
Armory record, to ait. that if CareyiJ th/t element also middle class, small 


pure and simple interests 
to guard? No. But oo the same prin- 
ciple that the bourgeoisie attract* to 
itself as Its orators a stripe of men of 
certain kindred intellectual Interests, 
so. likewise, does the element, that, for 
the reasons- Just given, "has no faith 
In the 8.

ance we may at any time miss from our 
midst, his' heart being in Russia, 
whither he pant* to return as aoon as 
it may be safe to do so; it is no ac- 
cident that among theae spokesman ia 
a Feigenbaum— a member who only 
the other day was seeking to perfect ar- 
rangements whereby ke could fall on 
his feet back in Europe: it is no ac- 
cident that among these spokesmen is 
a Nathan T. Stone — a young man who 
1* pulling the wires for a Job in Mc- 
Kinley's Agricultural Department, etc., 
etc. These are no accidents, a Move- 
ment such as ours can be truly at the 
heart of those only to whom, whether 
bore bene or not.

A FREE PRB3S” WANTED. 

This policy of the Party has at times 
been bitterliraitaeked by men whose 
ability to v tber 1° the dollars and 
cents of thtNworkfng class has been 
hampered thereby. They have cried 
for a "free jpress," meaning by that 
term that any one who can use a foun- 
tain pen jdiall .have the right to come 
into the press of the Party and offer 
up his efforts at teaching the proleta- 
riat. la the last four years two of 
these papers have comi Into promi- 
nence: the "Coming Nutlon" and the 
“Appeal to Reason." "The "Coming 
Nation" In now In the hands of a re- 
ceiver, so II need not be considered 
here. The "Appeal to ReasoL" Is still 
tllre, and It is the purpose of this ar- 
ticle to puncture the skin of lit vitality. 
The "Appeal to- Reason" is owned and 
edited by J. A. Wayland. of malodor- 
ous 'reputation in connection with the 
Kuskln Colony. At-rarloua tltpes dur- 
ing the last two years THE PEOPLE 
has taken articles written by Wayland 
and showed that they possessed neither 
scientific clearness nor economic ac- 
curacy. This daring to analyze articles 
by Wayland and show that his brain 
matter it clotted has each time wound- 
ed his egotism, and he has said many 
ungentlemanly and untruthful things, 
shout THE PEOPLE in particular and 
the Socialist Labor Party in general. 
Lately the Sections in the Middle West, 
some of which have given the "Appeal 
to Reason" a little support, have dis- 
covered masses of Wayland’n economic 
fallacies and have been passing resolur 
'tons condemning his paper. Wayland 
knows that If this keeps up he ia a 
dead duck, so he unsheathe* his little 
dirk and starts out after gore. 

I have observed that politicians al- 
ways assert that everything they ad- 
vocate la advocated In the interest of tne 
wrklng class, and that they, thein- 
Wrea, are not looking for anything.

der the present system the average 
man can live is to work for a price, 
and then- take tbd price and buy meet 
and bread. And len t that bong about 
"my chosen work for humanity" a 
pleasant one to an acute tympanum ? 
Isn’t it? Well, it would lie if you 
were famillai with a little of the his- 
tory of the man who sings it. 

The writer of this article has had 
for some time the habit of keeping 
n collection of newspaper flies, maga- 
zine - articles, preas interviews, and 
other interesting information about 
men and women who at one time Dr 
another loom up Into prominence on 
the horizon of the labor movement. 
Sometimes months go by without an 
opportunity to use It. and then all at 
once the course of events flows so 
rapidly that the whole collection is 
called Into requisition at once. A few 
weeks ago my flle of the "Coming Na- 
tion" enabled me to present a com- 
prehensive ai-count of the rise and fall, 
of the chicanery and rascality of that 
"step toward Socialism" known as the 
"Ruskin Colony." which "Is now in the 
hands of a receiver. Now comes Mr. 
Wayland and the "Appeal to Reason." 
For many months (ever since, in fact, 
the Fakir Debs started his • American" 
movement by borrowing a full dress 
suit to appear before a club of New 
York millionaires) those of us who 
have kept our eyes on Wayland and 
his "Appeal" have discovered sundry 
clouds of chaff that seemed to indicate 
which way the wind was blowing. We 
believed tha* he was only waiting for 
an opportunity to attempt to dirk the 
Socialist Labor Party, and were hoping 
that something would be done to smoke 
him out. When we saw that Comrade 
Hickey was making for Kansas City 
and adjacent territory we said to our- 
selves that the smoke would soon ap- 
pear and that the animal would come 
out of his hole. And lo? Ihe animal 
has come; for now Wayland announces 
his determination to knock the life out 
of the. Socialist Labor Party. jBy the 
way. I wonder if Wayland has ever 
heard that Debs and Gordon, and 
Carey, and Gompers. nnd it score of 
lesser freaks, have at various times 
boasted of tbeir ability to accomplish 
the same thing. And now let’s get 
back to the question under considera- 
tion .aud discover a thing or two about 
Wayland. using as mediums of Infor- 
mation those who have at one time or 
another been intimately associated 
with him. 

The readers of THE PEOPLE will 
remember that In the article on the col- 
lapse of Ruskin mention was made of 
the fact that the "Coming Nation" was 
started in Greensburg, Indiana, by J. 
A. Wayland. and that it 'was J. A. 
Wayland. who engineered the Ruskin 
Colony as long as it was paying— tint 
is to say. as long as dupes with *300 
apiece were flinging themselves into 
his arms. But the supply of fools 
with 1300 apiece ultimately gave out. 
and about the time the supply gave 
unmistakable signs of running dry. 
Wayland was wise in his day, and 
generation, and held up the colonists 
for enough money to start him in a 
well equipped newspaper business. 

It will also be remembered that men 1 
tion was made in the same article of 
one A. S. Edwards, now chief billings- 
gate slinger for Eugene X. Debs. We 
are at present collecting data relative 
'’to Mr. Edwards, but will reserve the 
major part of his career for future 
treatment. In this article he will be 
put on the witness stand to tell what 
he knows regarding the prisoner in the 
dock— J. A. Wayland. 

When Wayland started the "Coming 
Nation" he resorted to a trick that the 
fakir always resorts to— he tried to 
gnther around him one or two of men 
who had obtained more or lets promi- 
nence through their connection with 
other labor organizations. About that 
time In the Northwest, notably in Min- 
nesota, the Populist party had taker, 
on the. aspect of being more or less W 
a workingman’s party, and the Knights 
of - I-abor and many of the trades 
unions were pushing it for all it was 
worth. The Populist party had also 
absorbed all the visionaries the land 
possessed, and was looked upon by 
many as the torch that was to guide 
the oppressed out of the wilderness of 
the opnressors. Among these vision- 
aries w-lth more or less of a reputation 
was A. S. Edwards; and the "Coming 
Notion" had not been in existence vert- 
long before Wayland got him. and ac- 
cording to Edwards, got him to exploit 
him.

Soon after the first enthusiasts took' 
hold of the colony scheme, some one 
smelled a rat; then others smelled the 
same Vat: and then others, till tbe_ 
smell became so strong that some of 
those who smelleA it could stand it ro 
longer, and withdrew from the affair. 
Among the. wlthdrawers were A S. 
Edwards, one David Coates, and one 
Ed. E. Merritt. Shortly after his with- 
drawal from the band of visionaries 
bound for heaven by the backwoods 
of Tennessee. Edwards returned to 
Greenrburgh. and on Saturday. August 
11 . 1S94. issued the first number of 
"Freeland." which, according to Editor 
Edwards, perceived "an ideal social 
organization, and for the purpose of 
attaining that Ideal in practice it will 
urge the people to affiliate \ithand 
support the People’s party." ^Fr?e— 
Isnd" was a flve-colutnn four-p*ge pa- 
per. and over a page of th* first issue 
was devoted to an article with the fol- 


Poor Coster! His failure to get pro- 
fiis reminds me of a story I one*- beard 
relative to the race fcrobiem. A whit" 
man said to a negre- “Come on. colored 
man. let’s go hunting on the cahoots 
plan."

Wayland was at this time sfcelng the 
saineTiong about laboring for human- 
ity that he Is singing to-day. He melo- 
dies caught the ear of A. S. Edwards 
hundreds of miles away, and osc bleak 
andSlreary winter morning the second 
week In January.
